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571—104.19(481A) Intrastate movement requirements.

104.19(1) All intrastate movements of Cervidae other than to a state-inspected or federally
inspected slaughter establishment shall be accompanied by an intrastate movement certificate of
veterinary inspection signed by a licensed, accredited veterinarian.

104.19(2) Such intrastate movement certificate shall include all of the following:

a. Consignor’s name and address.

b.  Consignee’s name and address.

c.  Individual identification of each animal as prescribed in 571—104.4(481A).

d.  The following statement: “There has been no diagnosis, sign, or epidemiological evidence of
CWD in this herd for the past two years.”
